‘Barly in the preseut poditical canvass
in Charleaton County the Dcmucracy ex-

ressed a desire to meet the Republicans
in joint discussion. The request was
promptly acceeded to, the only condition,
and one eotirely satisfactory to the De-
mocracy, being that no guns should be
taken fo the meetings by either party,
Under the arrangement so made joint
discussions bave taken place at Straw-
berry, on John's Island, on Edisto Isiand
and at other points, The Democrats
conformed strictly to their agreement,
but the Republicans, on some occasions,
as at SBtrawberry, were armed with mus-
kets and shot guns, On FEdisto, on Sat-
urday, they were well pmvid’ed with
bludgeons and knives, No uneasiness or
distrust was, however, aroused, and the
Democratic speakers would have willing-
ly gone along, and without escort, to an
part of the county. This was the condi-
tion of affairs when the steamer Pocosin
left the wharf BMonday morning, having
aboard the Democratic speakers appoin-
ted to attend the joint meeting to be held
at Brick Chureh, about three miles trom
Cainhoy, in the parish of St. Thomas
and St. Dennis,

The Pocosin was chartered for tie ox-
clusive use of the Democratic party, and
had between 100 and 200 Democrats
aboard, Among them were thespeakera:
the Hon. M. P. O'Connor, candidute for
Congress; Mr. 8t. Julien Jervey, candi-
date for Solicitor; Mesars, Ficken and
C. C. White, candidates for the Legisla-
ture; Mr. C. Q. Leslie, colored, candidate
for County Commigsinner: Cgl, M 1,
Delany, colored, and others, Before the
Pocosin left a large party of negroes
made a dash and endeavored to secure a
passage. They were very noisy and
threatening, declaring that they intended
“to go anyhow,"” and that they wanted a
chance “to clean out the d—n Demo-
crats,” &c, -Bome of them are believed
to belong to the Hunkadori Club, whose
members were tho Ieaders in the riot of
the 6th of September, when the colored
Democrats were attacked and several cit-
izens were wounded. As many of these
men as cuald be accommodated were,
however, taken aboard. One man
threatened ““to raise h—11 on that boat.”
He did not go. Just as the steamer was
ready to atart, word was Teceived that
County Chairman Bowen was on his way
down, and would like to accompany the
Democratic - party. This courtesy wes
extended to him nand his compeuions,
and at last the steamer got nway.

There was no incident worth noting on
the run to Cainhov. The Democrats
amused Tmmaelvea by firing with their
pistols” at such objects in the river as
attracted their attention, and before the
journey was over many of the few pistols
were empty, This faet was known to
the Rapu%he.snu who were aboard, Da-
ting the wrip, Mr. O'Connor and County
Chairman Bowen conferred together, and
it was agfeed that each alde should be
allowed two hours during, the meeting,
each side dividing the two hours, as might
be thought proper, among its speakers.
The steamer reached Cainhoy at about
half-past two o'clock, and the Democray;
were most lmapitab'ly received by the
villngers, who had pravided wagons and
other vehicles to convey them to the
Brick Chureh, the piace of inceting, about
threa miles distant., Bowen started off
in o buzgy as scon as he could ‘und, and
must have reached the Brick Church half
an hour or more b vfore the arrival of the
Democrata. :

The piace of meeting was on rising
ground, n small hill. I:il\ front of the
spenker’s stand. and forty or fifty yards
distant, was the church, with the small
building used ns n vestry on its right.
To the fen of the stand was an old brick
building, with only part of the walls
standing. - Bowen culled the meeting to
order, and Jonmes Stuart, colored, was
appointed chairman for the Republicans,
and Mr. Bamuel Banders, the precinct
chairman, was chosen chairman for the
Democrats, A lively aic was played by
the Eutaw Bund, whidh' the Democrats
Ind brought from town, and the speaking
began. BMr. W, St. Julien Jervey waa
thd first speaker, and, as,much ns he has
spoken, never speke better. The apeech
was listeind to with deep attention, and
there was no sign of trouble,

W. J. McKinluy, colored, was to follow
Mr. Jervey. The band ywas playing, end
some of the regroes sHouted out that
they did npt-want siny, mdsic; they van-
ted to hear their people tulk,  Assoon g3
the nir was Suished, the band stopped,
and McKivlay, who seemed ‘narvous and
excited, began a very violentspeech. He
had not, however, spoken ‘more than two
or three minutes when tliere whs a slight
disturbanee, such as might bp caused J
a runaway horse, on the left of the stand.
This uttracted very little attention, but
was followed by a musket shot., Instant-
ly the colored men at the mecting darted
to the bushes and seized their guns which

As 60on as the firing began a party of
Democrals ran to the old q)rick uildin
where the guns were secreted, and too
several of them. These were fired, ap-
parently without effect, at the militiamen
in the ravine. The Democrats, white
and colored, in front of the stand were in
a‘]thI‘uI plight. Not more than a third
of their number were armed, and they
with pistols only. These they vainly
fired at the negroes, who held positions
fifty and a hundred yards away. Bein
Pracllcqlly defenseless, the whitea rapid-
and in some disorder, retreated down
the road towards Cainhoy. At the
church a small smﬂ.y rallied, and pre-
vented any pursuit that might bave been
contemplated. Ball and

uckshot cut
the leaves and sun

around the ears of
the rear guard. ullenly and steadily
they withdrew, the negroes saluting them
with a farewell volley, The engagement
was soon over, but the casuuiities were
heavy and distressing. It is wonderful
that 80 many escaped unhuri, The
negroes, squatting among the scrub-oaks,
took pot-shots at every Democrat whom
they could draw a bead on.  Mr. O'Con-
ner escaped an uEly wound by being
Hushed aside, at the church, as a negro

red 2t him, and Mr Yervey was delibe-
rately.shot at, although he had not even
drawn his pistol. The stand at the
church, nmong the grave stones, was
certainly the salvation of the party. and
the gallantry of Messrs, Wescoa , W,
Hampton Bmith and Jervey is highly
praised. Their names are mentioned
uPccmlly, with no idea of detracting from
the merit of their brave comrades.

What became of Bowen is not positive-
ly known. Tt is said that ho ealled out
for some one to accom any him and t
to stop the firing, :mdpit. 18 known that
Mr. R. Walker, n Democrat, did at
once walk with Bowen up to the muzzles
of the militia muskets, and tried to per-
sunade the militia to lay down their arms.
But Cyrus Gaillard, Bowen's 1 ght-hand
man, was extremely violent, and urged
the negroes to continue the ﬁght. Gail-
lard is reported to havesnid : “Now's the
time; wo've got ’em;"” and one eyc-wit-
ness informs us that Gaillard himself
fired five shot= at the whites. The
ncaroea paid no heed to remonstrances,
and renewed the firing. One of them,
pointing to Mr. Walker, who, being on a
mission of pcace, had not drawn his pis-
tol, cried out, “Shoot that white man.”
By strategic movements from trec totree,
tho brave young Democrat mai s;zed to
rejoin his comrades. Bowen hir s lf had
& very narrow escape. A woun' v Dem-
ocrat put a pistol to the back of s head
and was about to blow his bru'is out,
when his arm was thrown up by another
Democrat who was near by. Howen did
not come up to the city Inst night, but
remained at Cainhoy.

The horses and mules used by the
Democrats in going to the mesting wors
stampeded durning the fight, and most of
them were taken off by the Republican
negroes, The Democrats who had gone
to the church in wagons and other vehi-
cles returned paintully to Cainhoy on
foot. There was n dead-set -a¢ the col-
ored Democrats. Mr. Leslie was wound-
ed; so were Mr. Bennett -and his son,
Col. Delany was in request, but was one
of the first men to reach the steamer, and
is safe.

The small community at Cainhoy were
terribly alarmed at the fight and ita re-
sults, It was evident that the Republi-
can negroes were masters of the peninsula,
and it was feared that they might attack
the village itself. Two of the Democrats
were discovered to be missing—Mr. Me-
Neill and Mr. Whittaker. It wes de-
vided, therefore, to leave forty or fifty
men at Cainhoy to protect the place, and
to send the Pocosin at once to Charleston
for reinforcements and such other aid as
was required,

The Pocosin reached Charleston about
7 o'clock, and arrangements were at once
made to send a strong body of men to
Cainhoy. About 9 o'clock she cast off]
having abonrd from 7§ to 100 men under
the direction of Major G. L. Buist, of the
Palmetto Guard. All the members of
this company who had attended the meet-
ing remained at Cainhoy, excepting Mr.
Smith, who came up to the city to report,
and Mr, Couch, who, being wounded, ac-
companied him. There was inteuse ex-
citewhentiin the city, and 500 men could
have been had if desired. It is not
thought there will be any further trouble,
and the Pocosin, when ghe returns to-day
i§ expected to report that all is quiet.”,
. From the iature of the fighty which
was practieally all on one sids, the cas-
valiiies wero confined almost exclusively
to the Democrats. The following is be-
licved to be an accurate list of the Demo-
crats who were wounded :

Nothing positive is known of the
losses, if any, mnon{ the Republicans,
except what is stated by Mr, Henry Ban-
ders—ther a negro, who was by his side,
fell dead at his feet. Mr, Banders was
ot hit; the ball intended for him had
killed the negro. There are rumors that
colored men, two or tliree, were seen to
drop their arms, but this does not prove
thas they were hurt, A score of pistols,
as Againsi oue or two hundred mnskels
and shot guns, count for very little. We
doubt that any negroes were killed be-
yond the one mentioned hﬁ Mr. Sanders,
and it ia as likely as not that none were
wounded. il

I heard twe or three
pistol shots, but don't know who fired
them. lu retiring with the crowd from
the stand with my son, A. G. Bennett,
and just as we ascended a little bank,
two negroes came out of the bushes on
the top of a little hill and took deliberate
nim at myself and son and fired. T was
wounded in the instep of the lefe foot
with & small ball, apparently & buck or a
large duck shot. My aon was shot in
seven places, Lwo shois entering the hip,
two in the calf of the leg and theasein the
foot,

The negroes were armed with muskets,
and eome ten or fificen were picked u
in the road where they had been dmp;;‘ :
The party reached the boat as best they
could, and the neﬁmu held undisputed’
posscision of the field. No attempt was
made to go back for the missing, as it
was an much ay our lives were worth.
do not know the names of the killed or
wounded except from hearsay ; and other
particulars ot the dificulty f have also
only bﬁ hearssy. I conscientiously be-
lieve that the :shole thing was a preconcert-
ed plan, by whom I cannot say, to take
advantage of the slightest pretext and fire
upon the unarmed' crowd; for the 'mo-
ment the disturbances started, thenegrocs
rushed to the bushes in every direction
and begun a promiscuous firing.

J. R. Jenkins, ihe weii-known coiored
Democrat who was at the meeting at
Cninhoy yesterday, said, in addressing
the Fourth Ward Colored Democratic
Club at their hall last night, that the
difficulty had been brought on by the

the negroes intended to create a riot
when Coloncl De!anir should attempt to
speak. They probably mistook MecKin-
lay for Delany, and, as soon as he started
to speak, began to carry out their pro-

ramme., A company of arned blacks
mmediately marched out of the swamp
with their arms and opened fire upon the
whites, who were unarmed, and a portion
of whom at once made a rush for the old
frame building, in which about forty
muskets were piled. Then the rest of
the negrocs retreated to ‘the swnms,
whare their guns were concealed, and,
scizing them, opened a brisk and indis-
criminate fire upon the whites. Bowen
attempted, or affected to attempt{, to in-
terfere anc Ercsen'a the peace, but was
told by his black henchman, Cyrus Gail-
lard, to stund out of the way; that they
intended to get the damned white men
now. Bo:h Howen and MrKinlay d{i.:lg)-
peared soon after, Bowe. telling the
white men that they would have to look
out for thamselves, and that he was pow-
erless to preserve the peace,

In the megntime Colonel Delany, Mr.
Wm. E. Simmons and several other afed
white men had taken refuge in the Hrick
house adjoining the church. Under™ the
rapld fire poured into them the whites had
retreated to the graveyard west of the
churgh, such of them as had pistols re-
turning the fire. The negro militia
charged cut of the swamp, surrounded
the brick house and attempted to batter
down the door.-- Failing in- this. they
broke open the windows :and pointed
their muskets at the occupants who start-
ed to retreat. All of them escaped ex-
cept Mr. Bimmons, an old, crippled and
silver-haired :, whita man, who, upon.
emerging from the door, was knocked
down by the black savages and literall
beaten to death, Not satisfied with this
they fired 'm lond of buck shot into his
prostrate body. ;

The wounded were
lying in tho chapel attached to the resi-
dapra. and every one of them had not
only been horribly mautilated, bat they,
as well as the'dead, haid been robbed q
their clothing, Hata, shoes, stockings
coats and vests were taken, and every
ono's pocketa were rifled)’ Mr. SBimmons'
lefg 'was smashed so that when the men
wﬁn carried his body to the boat dt-
te.anted to Nt him, the leg bent over
above the knee, He had no arme with
him at the time of the riot. The ladies
in the house bestowed every - attention
apon the wounded, who were laid ' upon!

Mr, Alexander McNeill, the very wor-
thy shoemaker who lived in King street,
waa shot in the ll:l;rolu and badly beaten,
then robbed of his shoes, coat and watch.
His brief recital of his sufferings and the
long and toilsome jourpey e hzd to
make, after the blacks hid #hot and Leat
hiin, to reach 4 point whenco he could
gct trausportation to the city, was really

cartrending. He died last evening
leaving a family very scantily pmvlded
for, as he was a poor man and dependent
on his daily earnings.

Capt. C. Carroll White, the well known
rilol, was in bed yesterday with a wound
n the shoulder, and was e so much pain
that he could only be relieved with
opiates.  The hall could not be found
when the wound was probed. The
wound will probably keep the Captain
in bed and at home for several weeks,

Mr. Bam. L. Bennett is suffering from
inflammation of the foot. His son, A.
G. Bennett, is also suffering much from
the buckshot wounds he received. 1

Alessre, E. P. Crouch, Wm. Smith, E.

About 3 o'clock a bmi{ of fifteen armed
negroes came up and asked permission to

I have been especially careful o sift
the truth out of the cloud of rumors that
are flying about, and to note nothing ns
trustworthy that was not supported by
tho aflidavit of a' respectable gitizen, {
doubt if there has ever been m serious
conflict at & point so accessible to the
authoriiies concerning which so littlo has
been . reliably published. There (s a
myatery about the wholematter that only
the most persistent examination has
clenred away.
